There are indications that the state 
departm ent is aw aiting final action by 
Gov ernor J ohnson on the alien land 
bill, either in the faint hope that he 
m ig ht, at the last m om ent, chang e his 
mind and v eto the m easure, or more 
probably to ascertain the purpose of 
hav ing the approv ed act as a basis for 
further discussion. 
The J apanese g ov ernm ent likew ise 
is aw aiting the g ov ernm ent’s action 
with the keenest interest, indicating 
another mov e forward in the neg otia­ 
tions as soon as the bill has been 
sig ned. 
W hile protesting ag ainst the Cali­ 
fornia leg islation the J apanese gov 
ernrnent so far has sug g ested no rem­ 
edy.

—Promise's of long drawn out debate*« 
in the senate, not only for the purpose 
o f discussing but for delnying tin* 1 n- 
derwood tariff bill, should not be> tak­ 
en too seriously. 
If such delay occurs 
It may bo se*t down as hav ing enoour- 
ag em ent from n group e» f Dem ocrats 
who do not w ant the bill to pass un­ 
less m aterially nmended. 
If there is 
a sincere m ajority for the tariff bill 
in the senate It w ill be debated only 
a reasonable leng th of tim e—that Is, 
reasonable for the senate. 
W hen the W ilson bill w as in the sen ­ 
ate tw enty years ag o there was a 
group of Dem ocrats who did not w ant 
it to pass. 
Borne of them w ere deter­ 
mined to secure am endm ents affecting 
protected industries, and the Republic­ 
ans w ere encouraged to talk as long 
as they could. Protracted debate forced 
am endm ents. That may hapi>en again. 


A Different Lineup. 
B ut there Is a much different lineup 
now from tw enty years ago. Clev eland 
had split his party on the money ques­ 
tion and did not hav e the power which 
W ilson holds ov er this cong ress. More 
than that, 
there is no such strong 
group as Gorman, Sm ith, Brice. Mur­ 
phy, 11111 and a few others w ho forced 
chang es in the W ilson bill. 
But what is more Important is thnt 
the senate will meet a much different 
set o f men in the house from tw enty 
years ago. 
Underwood is suav e, g en­ 
tle of manner, but hard as a rook, 
lie 
cannot be tired out. nor can he be 
forced to surrender. 
T he senate will 
find that g<x>d reasons must he g iv en 
for any 
chang es which 
hav e ln» en 
made In n hill Indorsed by a house 
w ith such a trem endous Democratic 
majority. 
"Applause” Editing. 
There are men in cong ress Who edit 
in the word "applause” in their speech­ 
es. but oftentim es there is a real treat 
in the w ay of a si>eech and the ap­ 
plause is g enerous and often. 
So it 
happened that Cong ressm an Ham ilton 
of M ichigan m ade a speech full of hu­ 
mor and containing many good points 
from his party standpoint; consequent­ 
ly the Republicans w ere liberal In their 
approv al. 
It is a strang e fate that H am ilton’s 
speech has been sing led out as one in 
w hich he sprinkled "applause” and 
“ laughter" ho liberally as to prov oke 
unfav orable press comment. 
H am ilton 
is one man who seldom speaks. but 
w hen he does there Is som ething worth 
while. 
Leadership Feeling. 
J ohn Sharp W illiam s cannot g et ov er 
that leadership feeling which he ac­ 
quired after four years’ dom ination of 
the Dem ocratic purty in the house. 
J ohn Sharp is rather sure o f him self, 
and consequently he often runs count­ 
er to opinions in th e senate, particu­ 
larly as many of his Dem ocratic col­ 
le ag u e are much older in serv ice. Sev ­ 
eral tim es lately the M ississippi sena­ 
tor has beeu bumped by m em bers ou 
his own side o f the chamber who w ant 
to do som e leading them selv es. 


Talk In Pro*poct. 
Sev eral years ag o the house of rep­ 
resentativ es had nothing to do, and so 
It brought out a currency bill. 
Talk 
about the tariff as a subject of conv er­ 
sation! 
Why. It Isn’t In it w ith cur­ 
rency. 
At that tim e men talked and 
! talked w ithout listeners. 
And they 
didn’t get anywhere. T he bill w as nev ­ 
er passed, nev er intended to puss, and 
it sim ply g av e men an opportunity to 
talk on money. 
If a currency bill Is presented at this 
session it w ill furnish an equal amount 
of talk, ev en more than has been g iv en 
to the tariff. 
The currency bill cannot 
be made a party measure like the tariff. 
It w ill find men of political parties d i­ 
v ided. 
Time to Stop. 
"If those fellow s only knew w hen to 
stop!” sighed a cabinet officer after a 
w eary day with office seeker*.

It prohibits any alien of 
Caucasian or Mongolian descent from 
owning land In Arizona if he has not 
declared his intention of becoming a 
citizen. 
This not only bars Asiatics who can­ 
not become citizens, but also a large 
number of wealthy Mexicans who live 
on the American side of the line, but 
who have maintained their allegiance 
to the government of Mexico. 
There 
are few 
Japanese 
holding 
property in the state, though many 
Chinese hold title, and these, like non­ 
citizens among the Mexicans, will he 
required to dispose of the real estate 
titles they now hold within five years. 
The law exempts only mining claims 
held by aliens or real property neces­ 
sary to the proper working of mines.

who do not want the bill to pass un­ 
less materially amended, 
lf there is 
a sincere majority’ for the tariff bill 
in the senate it will lie debated only 
a reasonable length of tim e-that is, 
reasonable for the senate. 
When the Wilson bill was in the sen­ 
ate twenty years ago there was a 
group of Democrats who did not want 
it to pass.

“Applause” Editing. 
There are intui in congress Who edit 
in the word “ applause” in their speech­ 
es. but oftentimes there is a real treat 
in the way of a 8{>eech and the ap­ 
plause is generous and often.

Ixmdon, May 17.— Details of one of 
tho worst tragedies of modern Arctic 
exploration are tillering through from 
Widge Bay, the moat northern point 
of Spitzbergen, where the G* r* .an ex­ 
pedition under Lieutenant Schroeder 
Stranz was lost during the winter. 
Tho exploring flirty, which was com­ 
posed of eleven Germans and five Nor­ 
wegians. set out in Juno lust in the 
ship Herzog Ernst under command of 
Captain Ritscher. 
In August the ship 
ran short of provision* and was re­ 
supplied by 
the 
Hamburg-Ameriean 
liner Victoria Luise, which aas cruis­ 
ing in the Arctic with passengers. 
Nothing further was heard of the 
party until Ritscher arrived alone at 
Advent bay after a long and terrible 
overland Journey and reported that 
disaster had overtaken the expedi­ 
tion at Widge Bay. 
Ritscher held out little hope of the 
members of the expedition being rea­ 
rmed, but two relief parties set out. 
one composed of Norwegians, the oth­ 
er formed by employe* of the North­ 
ern Exploration company. 
The latest news from these relief 
parties confirm* the worst fears of a 
big disaster. 
Captain Strnxrud, th* 
leader of the Norwegian relief expedi­ 
tion, reports the death of four mem­ 
bers of the German expedition, name­ 
ly, Deltmorse, Moeeer, Eberhart and 
Slave. 
The two first were drowned, 
Eberhart was frozen to death and 
Slave died after an illness.

He left the ship with three 
Germans on a sledge Journey In Au­ 
gust last and his party has not since 
been heard of.
